SOME OF YOU MAY REMF.MBF.R a recent description here of A 
rehearsal of Marc Connelly’s new comedy, A Story for Strangers. 
It was peaceful and fascinating, sitting in the darkened theater that 
afternoon and w atching Mr. Connelly doing a professional job of 
groom ing his cast, but the nine cold men. as the dram a critics here­ 
abouts are known, were not so fascinated—A Story for Strangert 
was around for less than a week. 
The best thing to blow into town by far—and one of the best 
things to arrive in years—is an intim ate revue called Small Won­ 
der, which my elders tell me is constructed on the Garrick Gaieties 
form ula. Many shows arrive in New York w ith an abundance of 
fresh young performers, all smiling toothily and waving their arm s 
about in juvenile abandon, but alas, few of them are any good. 
Small Wonder is the exception. Its toothy small fry are not only 
gay and charming but also talented. 
Two perform ers are present whose very presence onstage are of 
considerably more im portance than the productions w ith which 
they appear. One is Tallulah Bankhead, who Is on hand in Mr. Noel 
C ow ards Private Lives, and in this head-on clash between Mr. 
C ow ards glittering lines and Miss Bankhead's overpowering per­ 
sonality, there could be but one winner. 
Not too long ago, I happened to write a book (happened—hah? 
I rammed it down the publisher's throat) th at arrived quietly oh 
the literary scene and disappeared just as sw iftly and unobtrusively 
from the m srket, In which I paid great homage to Tallulah as an 
actress. T hat opinion gradually is being revised. 
Miss Bankhead is not technically an actress, but rather is an 
avalanche of personality. You never really are lost in the dram a of 
her portrayal, being ever aware that she is playing a p a rt—but 
when she is offstage, you miss her aa dearly as if your best friend 
had died. This violent impact on an audience was John B arry­ 
m ore's sim ultaneous blessing and curse, too, but he overcame it at 
times w ith the sheer brilliance of his acting. 
Barrym ore made Hamlet memorable in spite of the Barrym ore 
personality; to Maurice Evans, on the other hand, the whole thing 
came easier because he bas no such vivacity and it was so much 
easier for an audience to drift into the land of illusion w ith him.
